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February  Trade  Surplus  Down 
14  Percent  -  The  February 
agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  $234 
million  from  the  previous  month  to 
$1 .5  billion.  Exports  decreased  7 
percent  to  $3.5  billion,  while  imports 
fell  only  1  percent  to  $2.0  billion. 

The  cumulative  trade  surplus  for 
October  1989-February  1990  totaled 
$8.4  billion,  4  percent  ahead  of  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 

Exports  Fall  in  February  -  U.S. 

agricultural  exports  fell  to  $3.5  billion 
in  February,  $255  million  below  the 
previous  month.  Decreases  in  corn, 
sorghum,  rice,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
cattle  hides,  cotton,  and  seeds  more 
than  offset  increases  in  wheat,  dairy 
products  (butter),  and  meat. 
October-February  exports  totaled 
$17.9  billion,  5  percent  ahead  of  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 

Corn  exports  fell  sharply  to  4.7  mil¬ 
lion  tons  valued  at  $528  million. 
Shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union  of 
866,000  tons  fell  below  1  million 
tons  for  the  first  time  since  last 
October.  Nonetheless,  shipments 
to  the  Soviet  Union  to  date  total 
10.1  million  tons.  During  February, 
Japan  was  the  largest  market 
followed  by  the  USSR,  Korea, 
Mexico,  and  Taiwan.  Eastern 
Europe  also  continued  to  purchase 
considerable  amounts  of  U.S.  corn. 
The  export  unit  value  remained  at 
$113  a  ton. 

Soybean  exports  remained  at  2 
million  tons  valued  at  $457  million. 
The  EC  took  over  1  million  tons, 
followed  by  Japan,  Taiwan,  and 
Eastern  Europe.  Soybean  export 
unit  value  fell  about  $3.00  per  ton  to 
$224.  Soybean  meal  exports  edged 
lower  at  508,000  tons,  highlighted 
by  Soviet  purchases  of  264,000  tons. 


Wheat  exports  jumped  12  percent 
to  almost  2.4  million  tons  ($385 
million)  in  February,  the  highest 
monthly  total  since  October.  The 
Soviet  Union  took  786,000  tons, 
making  it  the  primary  market  in 
February.  Exports  to  China  fell 
to  269,000  tons.  Other  major 
markets  during  February  were 
Japan,  Jordan,  and  Mexico. 

Cotton  exports  totaled  1 73,000  tons 
in  February,  down  18,000  tons  from 
January.  Prices  fell  4  percent.  The 
major  U.S.  cotton  markets  were  the 
EC,  Japan,  Korea,  and  China. 
Export  unit  values  averaged  $1 ,622 
per  ton,  slightly  below  those  in 
January. 

Agricultural  Imports  Edge 
Lower  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports 
of  $2.0  billion  were  slightly  below 
the  previous  month.  Shipments  of 
winter  fresh  vegetables  remained 
high  in  February.  In  particular, 
tomatoes  and  peppers  are  being 
imported  at  a  record  pace.  Coffee 
imports  were  up  6  percent  to  $1 87 
million.  Coffee  prices  began  to  rise 
in  February  after  relative  stability  ’ 
since  last  October.  Sugar  imports 
rose  74  percent  in  value  from  the 
previous  month.  (Steve  Milmoe,

Export’s  Share  of  Production 
Higher  in  Fiscal  1989  -  More  than 
18  percent  of  U.S.  agricultural 
production  was  exported  in  fiscal 
1989,  up  from  16  percent  the 
previous  year,  and  the  highest  total 
in  5  years.  The  1988  drought  and 
enhanced  foreign  demand  for  feed 
grains  in  1989  played  important 
roles  in  the  increased  export  share 
(see  table  4).
